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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to an Amendment filed on 8/23/2005. 

Currently, claims 16-38 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: In claim 26, the word "atypical" 
should be removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
...forming an intermediate layer on the substrate surface to provide an 

intermediate layer surface having intermediate layer peaks and surface properties that 
substantially prevent or inhibit molecular bonding; and 

providing a bonding layer on the intermediate layer surface wherein the 
intermediate layer is formed of a material that is substantially more resistant to polishing 
than the bonding layer, as required by claim 16; 

...forming an intermediate layer on the substrate to provide an intermediate layer 
surface having intermediate layer peaks and surface properties that substantially 
prevent or inhibit molecular bonding; 
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providing a bonding layer on the intermediate layer surface; and 

smoothing the bonding layer to less than about 10 nm above the intermediate 

layer peaks to provide a surface that is capable of molecular bonding, as required by 

claim 32; and 

... molecularly bonding to the bonding layer a second substrate of a material 
having surface properties that substantially prevent or inhibit molecular bonding to form 
the structure, as required by claim 38. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
